Amateur Station Licence Examination 


The closing date is fast approaching for the next Amateur Station Licence 
Examination which will be held on Thursday 7th December in the ComReg Offices in 
Dublin. Quite a number of applications have already been received and as places are 
limited and are allocated on a first come first served basis, those intending to sit the 
examination would need to apply very soon. Full details, including entry procedure, 
examination fee and how to pay the fee online are available at www.irts.ie/exam 
Please note that it is necessary to download the application form from the web page 
and forward the completed form and the appropriate fee so as to secure a place for the 
examination. 


It is important to note that even If you pay the fee online you must still complete and 
forward the application form. 


The closing date for receipt of completed applications is Thursday 16th November.

DX News 


A group of Argentinian DXers will activate San Andres Island in the Caribbean from 
12th — 26th November. The callsign will be 5KOT. The IOTA reference for San 
Andres is NA-033 and the QSL Manager is LUIFM. 


Many DXers will recognise the callsign of Bodo DF8DX (formerly DL3OCH) as the 
operator of SNOOCH and 5N7Q in Nigeria during 2009 -2011. He will be back in 
Nigeria for a few days from 12th — 16th November. He plans to reactivate his 5N7Q 
callsign from the transmitting site of the Voice of Nigeria in Abuja so expect to hear a 


loud signal. QSLs go via his home call. 


The Italian DXpedition Team are scheduled to be QRV as JST from Guinea Bissau 
from 13th — 25th November. The location will be Bubaque Island which counts as 
AF-020 for the Islands on the Air Award. Activity will be on all bands 160 — 10m CW, 
SSB and RTTY. QSL via IZ2YSB OQRS. 


Harald DF2WO will be in Rwanda for two weeks from around 15th November. He 
will use the callsign 9X2AW and be active on CW, SSB and RTTY. QSL Manager is 
MOOXO. 


Georg DK7LX will be operating holiday-style as VP9/DK7LX from Bermuda until 
21st November. He will be CW only on 40 - 15m. QSL via Club Log OQRS.
